In the course of the discussion, Selectman Pierce 
wanted to know if the idea behind "pulling" mooring 
rights — which is a decidedly "emotional" issue — was to 
open up moorings to those on the long waiting list or 
simply a matter of garnering revenue for the town coffers. 

"The Mooring Regulations have been refined over 
the past 12 years," Chairman Bryant said. "The town has 
taken a very strict stance on this because it is a limited 
resource. I don't think this has anything to do with 
moving people up on the mooring list. When moorings 
are paid late, there's time and resources expended by the 
MRC, the Harbormaster, and us to collect these fees. 
That's why the town has taken such a hard stance on this 
issue." 

"We are probably the most lenient as far as the 
time period for payment," Mr. Bradley added. "A lot of 
towns are a straight 30 days. There are many communities 
that do not extend it to the 45 days with a 15-day penalty 
period (like Marion). These regulations have been in effect 
since 1984. We've made every effort humanly possible to 
make sure these are taken care of in an orderly fashion." 

"This is not being done on a whim, I think we've 
done everything possible to try and do the right thing 
here," Selectman Jeffrey said. "If there's extenuating 
circumstances, I think we should look at that. But people 
are well-informed of the (rules)." 

At 8:20 pm the board met with Stuart Richardson, 
Chairman of the Housing Committee regarding the 
Marion Housing Plan and the Local Initiative Program 
(LIP) application for Littleneck Village. "We've been 
working on a plan for housing in the Town of Marion," 
Mr. Richardson said. "We're working to support the 
elderly in town (and) our young people are looking for 
first- time housing opportunities. It will evolve over time. 
The primary goal is to get to our 10 percent of affordable

The Marion (DPW) would like to recommend 
that the Board of Water Commissioners impose an odd / 
even outdoor water restriction immediately." 

As such, the board voted to issue the following 
Notice of Water Restriction: Effective immediately, the use of 
outside water for lawns, gardens, and car washing, etc., is 
-prohibited except between the hours of 6:00 p.m. and 8:00 p.m. 
on Monday, Wednesday, and Friday for even street- 
numbered homes, and Tuesday, Thursday, and Saturday for 
odd street-numbered homes. No outside watering is allowed 
on Sundays. This water restriction is needed because demand 
is exceeding production and is in effect until further notice. 

There being no further matters to come before the 
board, they unanimously voted to go into Executive 
Session to discuss pending litigation and collective 
bargaining strategy. They would thereafter adjourn for the 
evening. Due to the alternating summer schedule, their 
next regular meeting will be held on Tuesday, July 23 at 
7:00 pm.

minutes of the May 13 meeting but agreed to hold the July 
1 minutes for future approval. 

At 7:00 pm the board met with Library Director 
Lucy Loomis, members of the Board of Library Trustees, 
and the Finance Committee (FinCom) to discuss a pro- 
posed library expansion project. "We're coming before 
you to request putting the library expansion on the Town 
Meeting warrant in the fall," Ms. Loomis said. In the 
aftermath of some private fund-raising and pending grant 
applications, according to Ms. Loomis, there's still an 
estimated $2.5 million shortfall for the proposed project. 

"We've applied (for grants), which could bring in 
another $100,000," she said. "We're hoping to get the 
feedback of the Selectmen and FinCom and go from there. 
It's a project that we've known has been coming for a long 
time. If the state releases the (grant) money and we're not 
ready, then we're going to be scrambling at the last 
minute. Once the state releases the funds, we have only 
six months to (proceed)." 

"It's a lot of money, but the voters will decide at 
Town Meeting," Selectman Nunes said. "I think it should 
be voted on by the residents." 

"I have no problem putting it on a (Town Meet- 
ing) warrant and an override election," Chairman Ryan 
agreed. 

But FinCom Chairman Michael Costa had some 
concerns over such an expense given the town's current 
and prospective financial outlook. "With all the other

priorities expected to come down the road, the FinCom is 
fairly lukewarm, at best, on a project of this scope/ 7 he 
said. 'Tutting $2.5 million on an override will probably 
add 40 to 50 cents to the tax base. Realistically, Fm not 
sure the FinCom at a Special Town Meeting would 
recommend the project. I think the FinCom would like to 
see a scaled-back version of the plan, versus this very 
large and very expensive plan. Frankly, Fm not hopeful 
this would pass. I would certainly support putting it on 
an article and letting the townspeople decide ... (but) who 
knows what's going to happen in the next couple of 
years?" 

"Do I think it's a worthwhile project? Yes," 
Chairman Ryan said. "I think what you're seeing is that 
nobody is saying 'no,' but it's a very expensive project." 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Huntoon noted that Jill Bodeau of the Council on Aging 
(COA) advised it would be another month or two before 
they occupy the new Senior Center. "They're looking for 
an early August occupancy, most likely," Mr. Huntoon 
said.

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At 7:30 pm the board opened a scheduled hearing 
with Town Planner Randall Kunz and various residents 
living along County Road and High Street in the "West 
Wareham" section of town to discuss a proposed gravel 
processing facility on High Street by Sippican Realty 
Trust. Many residents were present at the hearing to voice 
their opposition to the project and the potential for 
increased truck traffic near their homes. 

"The thing you need to know is there is abso- 
lutely nothing the Board of Selectmen can do, this is a 
Planning Board decision/ 7 Chairman Ryan began. "We're 
more than happy to listen to you. It would behoove you 
to get an attorney and an appraiser and prepare material 
for your arguments, so that you have your information 
because I understand one of the things you can look at is 
if (the project) is going to be detrimental to property 
values." 

David Wluka was present on behalf of Sippican 
Realty Trust and read a letter from developer Gerard 
Lorusso into the record. The proposed project began when 
Mr. Wluka came before the Board of Selectmen in October 
2001. "At that time we envisioned the development of a 
materials processing facility on a 20-acre parcel within the 
60-acre industrially-zoned portion of the (600-acre) 
property," Mr. Lorusso wrote. "A commercial nursery and 
the potential for a golf course was to be explored for the 
balance of the property, zoned agricultural residential ... 
with no Town Meeting action required for any of these 
uses."

Mr. Lorusso's letter further explained that the 
wetlands on the property precluded the likelihood of a 
golf course, but the plans for the commercial nursery and 
materials processing facility were to move forward. These 
proposed plans were discussed via meetings with the 
Planning Board and Zoning Board of Appeals over a nine- 
month period. 

However, residents such as Gary Florindo imme- 
diately balked at the plan when they learned of it in May, 
expressing their concern over increased truck traffic and 
complaining they weren't duly notified of meetings and 
hearings on the project because they were advertised in 
The Wanderer, which is not delivered to West Wareham 
postal routes. 

"We never knew the impact that this (project) is 
going to do to County Road/ 7 Mr. Florindo said. "We were 
not notified of what this project is going to do. You're 
telling us we should have known. We've been going up 
and down County Road telling people ... that's why 
they're all here. Now they're here to stand up for their 
rights, and this Town Hall doesn't give a damn about us. 
None of (the people) who work in Town Hall live on 
County Road. I don't think it's honorable for you to be 
doing what you're doing." 

In Mr. Lorusso's letter, the matter of truck traffic 
was addressed: "Truck traffic on County Road, which we 
know has precipitated this meeting, will not increase as 
has been suggested. The inference that we are adding new 
vehicle trips from a new use is misleading and untrue. 
There is no new trucking volume coming from the site. In 
fact, there will be fewer peak volume trips than before." 

Town Planner Randall Kunz also noted: "This 
project would propose 250 trips per day — 125 trucks out, 
125 trucks back — five days a week, no Saturdays, no 
Sundays, no holidays." 

Still, residents felt this was excessive in an area 
that is mostly residential. 

"I am directly impacted now by SEMASS (and) 
the Environmental Park," said resident Louise Hebert. 
"We have a parade of trucks continually for hours. We're 
the forgotten end of Rochester and we feel Rochester does 
not care about us at all."

"I want all of that end of Rochester to understand 
something/ 7 Chairman Ryan said. "A number of years ago 
we built a new post office (and) we tried to get your 
section of town back in Rochester (but) Wareham would 
not give it up. It would behoove the residents in that 
section of Rochester ... to petition the Postmaster General 
to get them back in Rochester. I don't know who does and 
doesn't get The Wanderer. I don't know how the boards 
can get information to the residents (in that area of 
town)/' 

But it wasn't just Rochester residents who were 
irate over the project. Wareham Selectman Cynthia 
Chamberlain also attended the meeting to voice her 
concern. "I'm deeply concerned that the project came 
before the ZBA and Planning Board in January, and 
Wareham was not notified," Ms. Chamberlain said. "I 
would hope that if a project came to our town, due 
consideration would be given to Rochester, Middleboro 
and other neighboring towns. I came tonight because I 
thought we were going to hear about traffic studies and 
mitigation problems. I certainly have a concern about

County Road (and) Fm certainly concerned that due to 
the nature of the project ... West Wareham residents 
should have been notified as abutters/ 7 

Resident Georgia Chamberlain asked what the 
benefits of this proposed project were to the Town of 
Rochester, given all the negative response from residents. 

"As far as what it's going to bring to the town, it's 
going to bring non-residential development/ 7 said Gary 
Laboa, Chairman of the Industrial Development Commis- 
sion (IDC). "I think the quality of life in Rochester is an 
important issue (but) the town desperately needs non- 
residential development in order to stabilize a lopsided 
tax base/ 7 

After listening silently to the bulk of the debate, 
Selectman Richard Nunes finally weighed in with his 
opinion. "I don't think this type of project is what the 
Master Plan of Rochester envisions, 77 Selectman Nunes 
said. "I am concerned about this truck issue. I believe 
(125) trucks will definitely have an effect on your property 
values. My own belief is that 250 (trips) a day is just 
unreasonable. I think it constitutes a nuisance to Roches- 
ter residents and Wareham residents. Do I think the 
project is worthwhile for the Town of Rochester? No, I 
don't. I don't think the benefit is worth the problems Fm 
going to hear on a daily basis about trucks (and) ... I don't 
think Rochester needs another rock-crushing plant or 
anything like that." 

"Mr. Nunes, I commend you for your speech," 
Gary Florindo said. "I think you're one of the few people 
in Town Hall that is standing on your own two feet. I 
think the rest of Town Hall should take notice of this. 
When all is said and done, I think the same group of 
people are coming back to make changes. That's the way 
democracy should work. Stop saying what's good for the 
Town of Rochester — take a ride out there and see how 
close those houses are (to the site)." 

Resident Claudia Butler noted that many resi- 
dents have signed a petition to call a Special Town Meet- 
ing to have a portion of the property rezoned from 
industrial use. She said they've nearly garnered the 
necessary 200 signatures to move forward. "I think 
everyone who lives in this area has a problem with this 
project," Ms. Butler said. "Rochester 40 years ago is very

WILD BABY BIRDS 

I found a baby bird on the ground. What should 
I feed it? 

Baby birds are frequently found near their nests. 
If the bird has no feathers, try to find the nest 
and put the bird back. If the bird is mobile and 
feathered, keep dogs and cats away from the 
area and the mother bird will probably feed and 
care for it. 

I thought that if I touched the bird the mother bird 
would smell my scent and would reject the baby. 
That's an old wives' tale as birds have poor 
senses of smell. Allowing the mother to raise the 
young increases their chances of survival.

Men in Black II. Starring Tommy Lee Jones and Will Smith. 
Directed by Barry Sonnenfeld. Running time: 88 minutes. 
MPAA rating: PG-13. At AMC Cinema 12 at the North 
Dartmouth Mall and Flagship Cinemas in New Bedford. 

In Men in Black II — directed, like the first one, by the once- 
promising Barry Sonnenfeld — the hard-bitten Agent K (Tommy 
Lee Jones) and the eager rookie Agent J (Will Smith) have switched 
places. K, having been "neuralyzed" at the end of the first film to 
erase his memories of the MIB program, is brought back into the 
fray by J, who now has five years of experience under his belt. 
Jones' bafflement — he's been working in a Cape Cod post office 
— plays nicely against Smith's quiet eye-rolls of exasperation. 
When K gets de-neuralyzed, though, the dynamic goes back to 
that of the 1997 original. So does everything else. 

Apart from one unaccountably daffy scene involving a village 
of tiny aliens who have been living in K's abandoned locker and 
worshipping his wristwatch, MIIB (as the ads have it) is about the 
most uninspired rehash of a popular hit I've ever seen. On the 
principle that the only thing the original lacked was ababelicious 
villain, Sonnenfeld and writers Robert Gordon and Barry Fanaro 
order up a vicious alien, Serleena, who wants to find some 
bracelet and conquer the world; and in the person of Lara Flynn 
Boyle, she looks so gaunt that when the movie stoops to a barfing 
joke (Serleena devours a male attacker, then notices her sudden 
tummy bulge and vomits him back up) it comes off like an 
anorexia joke in the worst taste. 

It's undeniably fun to see Tommy Lee Jones as an amiable, 
harmless postal worker named Kevin Brown pre-deneuralyzation. 
As usual, he sneaks dry volumes of wit into his crisp monotone. 
He's doing this in the same what-the-hell, pass-the-p ay check 
mood in which he did Batman Forever. Will Smith, on the other 
hand, seems to be coming down with Eddie Murphy disease. He 
may feel he's beyond the honking little aliens now, and maybe he 
is — in the five years since MIB, he's been nominated for an Oscar. 
But oddly, this one-time comedian doesn't give himself to the 
goofiness the way Jones — who spent most of his career being as 
serious as cancer — can. If I'm not mistaken, there's a touch of 
sullenness in Smith's work here: "Y'all didn't come out for AH — 
you only like me in crap like this." 




The sullenness could extend to Smith's director. Has Barry 
Sonnenfeld lost his mind? Certainly he no longer has any grasp of 
humor or even rudimentary entertainment. There's one decent 
moment of simple slapstick when Smith fumbles his way down 
a pile of inflatable tubes — the comically static staging recalls his 
bit in the original with the table scraping loudly across the floor. 
But for the most part Sonnenfeld just points his camera at non- 
existent CGI beasts to be added later. Bringing back Tony Shalhoub 
as a shady alien dealer doesn't help; neither does recruiting 
Johnny Knoxville as a never-funny two-headed alien in cahoots 
with Serleena. More than once, the neuralyzed K is said to be "in 
neutral"; so is Sonnenfeld. Why is he doing these movies? Wild 
Wild West, Big Trouble, now this — he doesn't bring anything to 
them except exhaustion and desperation. 

And perhaps greed. Everyone involved in MIIB knows it's a 
surefire July 4 hit; it will own its weekend and make everyone 
bankable again. It may seem naive to point that out; but this 
sequel, more than any other in recent memory (you'd probably 
have to go back to Beverly Hills Cop III for an equally soulless, 
cynical and laughless "comedy" sequel), seems only in it for the 
money. (Hell, even the embarrassing Attack of the Clones at least 
emerged from George Lucas' highly specific vision, inane as that 
vision often is.) We get the same gross-outs, the same bellowing 
monsters, the same chattering little worms, the same heads 
exploding in sticky guck. MIIB seems to want to neuralyze the 
audience: it wants the original movie's fans to remember that film 
enough to remember that they liked it and want more, but it 
wants them to forget it enough so that they don't realize they're 
not getting more. They're not even getting the-same-only-dif f erent; 
they're getting the-same-only-more-same.
